This is the usual in-
troduction to an art auction
More and more of them are
being held today . . . not only
here in the United States, but
all over the world

I'he world leader of art
auction houses, Sotheby and
Co. in London, recently gob-
bled up its competition,
Parke-Bernet in New York
Parke-Bernet has always been
somewhat a thorn in Sothe.
by's side

The most dramatic (and
highest priced) art auction
ever held was at the Parke-
Bernet  Gallery when Rem-
brandt's “Aristotle” was pur-
chased by the Metropolitan
Museum for an unheard of
sum of $2,300,000

FIFTY PAINTINGS by Was-
sily Kandinsky were auc-
tioned off the early part of
the summer at Sotheby’s and
brought considerably more
than the estimated one mil-
lion dollars, These fifty paint-
ings ranged from early land-
scapes such as a 1906 Rapallo
(Italian Riviera) to paintings
executed shortly before his
death in 1944,

The Guggenheim Museum
(they own 193 of his paint-
ings) decided to part with 50
of his canvases in order that
his work could be spread,
around the world a little
more. Many people in the art|
\«orld opposed this “breaking|
up” of the unique collection

. but to no avail.

| agree with the Guggen-
heim Museum. It's too diffi-
cult to find any number of|
Kandinskys outside of the
Guggenheim, the museums in
the USSR and the Stadlische
Galerie in Munich, Germany.

Luckily, we here in South-
ern California can go to the
Pasadena Art Museum and
see several of his paintings.
Kandinsky's great claim to
fame is that he is considered
to be the “Father of non-ob-
jective art”

A REMBRANDT self-por-
trait was recently purchased
by the Stuttgart Staatsgalerie
for $900,000. If you look at it
this way it was a real
bargain compared to the
price that the Metropolitan
paid for the “Aristotle.” Be-
fore concluding the deal the
Stuttgart museum secured
certificates from five Rem-
brandt experts and had the
canvas examined by several
laboratories

The spiral in value of art
objects . . . particularly paint-
ings, goes onl\ one way
up, up and up. Another e).am
ple of a recent purchase .
the Berlin-Dahlem Museum in
West Berlin purchased a
small (about 16x24 inches) El
Greco, “Mater Dolorosa™ for
$275,000 from the art deal-
ers Agnew and Sons. This
museum has the largest col-
lection of Rembrandts that I
have ever seen . and yet
this was their first El Greco.

Here's one that is hard to
believe . . .
